As you may have guessed, you haven’t heard from me because I 
found it very hard to think of a worthwhile way to respond to 
your last letter, or its proposal. 

I’m writing you hastily now to invite you to a small seminar 
I’ll be addressing this coming Wednesday at Tufts, set up at the 
last moment at the request of Marty Sherwin, since I will be in 
the area to give a lecture at Amherst on October 15. Marty can 
give you the details if you’re available, as I hope (Janet too, 
of course). It will be on the subject of our mutual interest. 

I’ve been working hard on the Cuban Missile Crisis for the 
last month, stimulated by our first phone call—thank you!—as a 
first focus for my MacArthur Foundation research project. (In 
that connection I would be happy to get the "care package" you 
offered). A good deal of independent corroboration has turned up 
for the several pieces of evidence that underly my hypothesis on 
the resolution of the crisis, so there may be less trouble in the 
future in having it taken seriously for discussion and analysis. 

I think that you and Janet would be interested in either the 
Tufts seminar or the Amherst lecture, but if you feel overdosed 
on seminars next week, I very much hope we can all find time to 
continue our phone conversations in person while I’m in the area. 
I’ll bring my annotated copy of your manuscript for further 
inducement.
